The Highway Committee of the 
Borough Council has completed its an- 
nual survey of sidewalks and curbs and 
as a result 68 repair orders were served 
on property owners last Monday. This 
is a much smaller number of orders 
than in any recent past year and grows 
out of the fact that less bad spots were 
found. Also it was the policy of tlie 
committee to show the greatest pos- 
sible leniency this year because of the 
effects of the depressed business con- 
ditions upon the incomes of all people. 

A great majority of the orders call 
for repairs that are neither extensive 
nor expensive, but which are so con- 
spicuous that to overlook them would 
lower the standard of good appearance 
of the borough streets. This applies 
especially to defective curbs. The

order. In case that is not done, the 
ordinance authorizes the borough to 
have the work done by competitive 
bids, and to charge the cost thereof 
to the property owner plus a 10 per 
cent, penalty. It has been the prac- 
tice for the past several years to re- 
bate the penalty as a cash discount on 
all bills that are paid within 30 days 
from the date thereof. 

It is possible for the property owner 
to free himself of all bother in con- 
nection with such work by merely 
telephoning to the borough office and 
asking to have the work looked after 
by the borough. Such citizens then 
are in "voluntary default" and their 
work is then included among the jobs

Modernized Cars to 
Strafford August 1st 

P. & W. Announces Faster New 

Equipment for This 

Division. 

New modernized cars, of greater 
speed and comfort, will be placed in 
operation Aupiist 1 on the Strafford 
division of the ^hiladelphia^nd West- 
ern Railway, it was announced this 

week. 

T()e company,, has been experiment- 
ing with new equipment for the past 
several months and the faster new 
cars on the Strafford division are the 
forerunner of similar improvements on 
other divisions. 

Due to operating difficulties resulting 
from trains running at widely dissim- 
ilar speeds, the speeding up of the new 
cars will not be made effective until 
September 1, at which time faster 
service on the Norristown division will 
also be available, it is expected. 

Carrying four 100-horse power mo- 
tors, in place of four of oO-horse power, 
the new cars will attain a maximum 
speed on level track of from forty- 
four to seventy miles per hour and a 
much faster rate of acceleration in 
leaving stations. 



As a result of this the running times 
of express trains from Sixty-ninth 
Street to Strafford will be cut from 
twentv-four to twenty minutes and of 
the local trains from twenty-six to 
twenty-two minutes with correspond- 
ing reductions in the westbound serv- 
ice. 

Comfort has been considered in the 
new equipment. Seats will be wider, 
with more knee room— space between 
the seats. The smoking compartment 
has been abolished but smoking will be 
permitted on a number of seats in the 
rear of the car. The riding qualities of 
the cars have been greatly improved by 
"radical changes in the* truck design, 
together with a lowering of the car 
floor eight inches, resulting in a lower 
Renter of gj-avity and Jess side s\y,ay 
at high speeds. 

Following the completion of the 
modernization program on the cars 
used in the Strafford service, work 
will be rushed upon the modernization 
of cars used in the Bryn Mawr local 
service. The schedule calls for the 
completion of cars for this latter serv- 
ice by September 15. 

In its series of experiments to deter- 
mine the car best suited to its needs, 
P. and W.'s management has been 
aided by some of the foremost equip- 
ment and electrical engineers of the 
countrv. and the successful solution of 
the problem of designing a car capable 
of making frequent stops and attaining 
high speeds between stations has been 
accomplished. 



"The Road Back," by Erich Maria Re- 
marque (Little, Brown and Co., JS2.50). 

Reviewed by J. J. Cabrey 

A second book by Remarque was 
inevitable and it is going to have a 
wide vogue. It would have been better 
if it had come a great deal sooner. As 
it is, there is the natural evidence that 
the tremendous impress of the easy- 
going "All Quiet on the Western 
Front" has shunted the still-young au- j 
thor from plain and unadorned narra- j 
tive to a painstaking "literature" which, i 
at intervals, achieves a diction and dis- | 
Unction which are altogether compar- 
able to Reyniont's "Peasants," and this 
observer knows of no finer praise to be- 
stow if we are confined to men and 
books of our own day and generation. 

Coining sooner, it would not be so 
patent that the book is chiefly in^ re- 
sponse to publishers' demands. The 
field was too rich potentially to over- 
long neglect. A story like "Western 
Front" could very well break a man's 
heart and forever still his pen. What 
else was worth writing about when one 
was through with those four ghastly 
years and what emotions and what in- 
terests could peace bestir when an un- 
speakably terrible war experience had 
cut its harrowing way into the very 
soul of a youth and made him forever 
old? 

So, then, expect nothing exactly sim- 
ilar to what vou got in the first place 
and in the effort we should all be 
making to pull away from the rotten 
realism of it all, lest we perish, it might 
be just as well to confine the new offer- 
ing to the mature of the household, let- 
ting the bovs and girls get their odors 
of life from sources that are sweeter 
and fields that are more fragrant. Soon 
enough the rank smells confront them 
and the bloom goes over too early, 
quicker now, apparently, than it ever 
did before. 

In every clime the soldier-man has 
his own tale to tell. Most of them 
will accept Remarque as their spokes- 
man. Who but a soldier, broken and 
beaten bv everything that was stark 
and carnal, can provide life-contrasts 
as they really are and insofar as they 
pertain to man's earthly travail? Back 
they came with memories which would 
never die, of comrades slaughtered by 
machines, of every vestige of an in- 
herently spiritual manhood trailed in 
a bloodv mud, hopelessly confused as 
to whether the fearful importance of it 
all had made its mark on those who 
had only heard of the fire, but had not 

seen it. ... 

No wonder this sorrow, this question- 
ing, this challenge which shall be un 



are as unworthy as they are untrue! 

"The Road Back" is, first and fore- 
most, what the warrior has to say. It 
has its pretty phrases, when great 
heights are often reached, even if cav- 
ernous depths are seldom plumbed. 
Neither is there lack of the bald and 
brazen talk of the barracks and bat- 
talion. Remarque feels the soldier is 
doomed to walk alone. He believes 
that experience of such a kind is in- 
dividual, not to be divided or shared, 
not much good in the benefits it car- 
ries for those who follow after. Of 
course, he must be wrong in this, be- 
cause it would be wretched if he were 
right, and life would stand rooted in its 
tracks. After all, maybe it is only an- 
other one of those myriad doubts or 
yearnings which he is floundering to 
express and the answer of a civiliza- 
tion which shall not be denied ulti- 
mately is that the dead and maimed 
have iiot spent themselves in vain. 

"Since Then." by Gibbs, gloomy 
though it is, affords, quite naturally, 
a better transcript of the post-war per- 
iod's effects on men and things 
throughout the world. "The Road 
Back" is the frank tale of its influence 
on an individual man, different from 
other men, but who, nevertheless, is 
multiplied millions of times over in all 
the corners of a bewildered earth.

Section of Wall Forming Rock Garden 




A section of the wall which forms part of the roc\ garden which 
Frederic\ G. Pierce, of "Singing Wood," Ardmore, has developed, 
this garden is distinctive for its use of ivild /lowers and native Penn- 
sylvania plants. The plants shown on the wall are arabis, sednm ternd- 
tttm, thyme languinosa, saponaria, dianthus deltoides and veronica 
incana. 

Frederick G. Pierce's Native Pennsylvania 

Garden Has Unique Appeal and Charm 



Garden lovers and wild flower en- 
thusiasts would be charmed by the na- 
tive Pennsylvania garden which has 
been achieved by Frederick G. Pierce, 
of Llanfair Road, Ardmore. Mr. 
Pierce's home which takes its name, 
"Singing Wood." from the spot in 
which it was built, stands on a slight 
rise in a lovely wooded spot. Into 
this Mr. Pierce has brought rhododen- 
drons and laurel which, with the native 
dogwod and pinxtcr flowers, fit 
perfectly into the natural scheme and 
at one side of the house he has con- 
ceived a delightful and interesting rock 
garden. 

In the accompanying picture is a 
section of the wall which forms the 
drive and on the bank above the rock 
garden proper commences. Shown 
growing on the wall are arabis, seduin 
Icrnatum, thyme languinosa, saponaria, 
dianthus deltoides and veronica incana. 
A little farther along this wall to the 
right there is some precious arbutus 
growing. This is but one patch of this 
rare flower that is rapidly becoming 
extinct. Mr. Pierce has been most suc- 
cessful in cultivating this, giving it the 
natural conditions under which it 
thrives. It is kept covered by fallen 



leaves just now, as much to protect 
its leaves from the burning sun as to 
keep away the cold. Then for two 
years a mulch of oak leaves or pine 
needles has been kept around it, which 
gives the acid soil that this wild plant 
demands. The proper drainage is also 
an important point. 

In talking with Mr. Pierce about 
growing wild flowers and plants, of 
which he has a great number on the 
place, he stressed the point that the 
utmost care must he taken in trans- 
planting all these. And he told about 
a patch of wintcrgrccn which he had 
just brought from New Jersey and 
planted late in February. The whole 
bit was about a yard square and around 
this on each side, for about six inches, 
the earth was preserved. The whole 
was rolled up, as you would roll up 
a rug. It was protected from the wind 
and sun. And a bushel or so of the 
earth right around it was brought. 
Then a deep place for it was dug, the 
earth it had been growing in was 
placed in tin's, then the mat of win- 
Icrgrcen unrolled and carefully put 
down, each little section being placed 
where it belonged. This insured the 
minimum amount of disturbance and 
the wintcrgrcen is now thriving. 

Just such care is needed with all 
wild things and no one can expect to 
transplant and succeed with plants 
which are carelessly dug up.

Another interesting thing Mr. Pierce 
does when transplanting any plant or 
flower is to test the soil which accom- 
panies it and then he makes the soil 
into which it is placed similar in char- 
acter. 

But to go back to our tour of the 
garden. Leading up from the driveway 
is a charming flight of stone steps 
which look so natural that you might 
think them carved from the rock it- 
self and you come out onto a minia- 
ture plateau, rock studded. This is 
placed, as it were, in the heart of the 
woods and the natural setting adds 
much to its beauty and charm. Here 
has been achieved the perfect position 
for a garden of this sort, for it looks 
as though nature herself had made it. 
There is sunlight and sufficient shade: 
there is a tiny pool, and each rock is so 
placed as to hide the roots of some 
growing thing. Stretching away from 
the centre of the garden arc paths 
which lead back through the trees. 
Following one of these, first you see 
a cluster of dog-tooth violets, farther 
on, bloodroot — some are mammoth 
blossoms — which is indigenous to the 
woods and have been undisturbed for 
time unknown. Jack-in-thc-pulpit and 
May apples also grow here. Then 
there is shortia, which, though once 
a native of Pennsylvania, is now prac- 
tically extinct here. Mr. Pierce 
brought this from North Carolina for 
his "Pennsylvania garden." The 
shortia has a dainty blush pink flower 
and is extremely rare. 

Galax is a ground cover, also from 
the North Carolina mountains, which 
Mr. Pierce has used most successfully. 
It belongs to the evergreen family and 
in the fall the leaves turn a coppery 
red, then a deep, rich bronze, then al- 
most black when the frost strikes them. 

I couldn't begin to name all the 
more than one hundred and fifty varie- 



ties which go to make up this interest- 
ing rock garden. vVhcn I asked Mr. 
Pierce about the choice of plants for 
a garden of this sort, he laughingly 
said that he felt that people should put 
in their gardens the things they like. 
He also said that he first put in his 
shrubbery — rhododendrons, laurel, 
dwarf evergreens and azaleas forming 
the majority of the backgrounds, then 
the plants could be put in where they 
best fitted into the scheme, and the 
soil preferences made to suit them. 

"A battle of wits" was the way he 
described wild gardening and the 
phrase carried with it a distinctive im- 
aginative quality that was most in- 
triguing. Constant experimenting and 
close watching are necessary in his 
opinion to make a garden a success.
